From cosiumes to weapenry 
to thasir unbelievable: facial features, Cinemaqueltes of charac- 
ters kke ihe Alien, Une Predator, Aragem and Gaptain Jack 
Spamow have slunmed and delighted movie fans around the 
world. We spoke to Cingmatpectic CEO and lead designer 
George Sohn about whal goes into hese amazing pieces of 
art, 


So how did Cinemaquaties come aboutt 


GEORGE SOHN: Actually, | am a longtime collector of the 
super hero and scl-f genre, which incudes everything from 
comic books, action figures, slaiues and even movie props. 
Alter collecting for nearty 20 years, | grew bored with the 
products thal were out on ihe market and was al lhe sane 
tire always fescinabed with the type of quality that could be 
ancomplished by some of my fiends iin the movie irichestry, | 
was always amazed at the lovel of detail and materials they 
would use to make the crealuines and props for flrs, Then or 
day in 20027, il occured to me that | could apply these 
techniques to crealing aciual cons.uirmner prodiuets thal could bu 
shared with other collectors Bke myself. Thus | created 
Cinemaqueibe, 


What goes info deciding who makes the cut as a 
Clnemaquette? 


GS: Well, | have been asked this same question many times. 
Cinemaquothe was really crebed asa hobby of mine. Wher | 
ail in my office and look at my collection, | think about all of the 
collectibles that | own and what properties and characters | 
ramember mast, | think of the movers that were most mamo- 
rable, which ones scared me ihe most, or ihe ones thal 
affected me emotionally, | ihink about ihe talents and actors 
that were involved in @ach film ane wender hew they would 
look in my Cimemaquetia troatment Alo of factors are consid- 
ered before we achually mewe forward with a property, but | 
think what it really boils down to is what characters will leave 
ihe neost menorable impression whe you looe ati. Take for 
example, the Tanminator Encoskeleton of indiana Janes. Bath 
characters are clearly dentable and will instantly pull your 
ihowghts back to the scene of the actual film. These are the 
types of movies lhal we consider and ihe characters thal we 
hape to immoralize in our collection. 


What kind of challenges are invelved in making such 
detailed collectibles? 


G5: Beliave me, the idea wes easier than the execution. 
cing my friends im the movie industry do this for years was 
a lot easier than trying to sel up a factory and training the 
worker to do the same. Gatling the materials to China where 
the Cinemaquetias are made was nol easy, We had to source 
materials that were never ueed in the colleclible business 
before, Even alter finding all of fhe materials, it look me mearly 
one year to set the factory up a that they had ihe skills lo 


achialy proctaast fhe gees at a level that | felt was 
Accemable. | musi say that | am very proud of our facility ane 
Ihesr ability te lesan such a difficull skill so quickly. We de use 
ihe talents of sore of Hollyweend's beat effects arial to help 
us wilh lhe dewelgpoend. Many of them were lhe production 
talent from ihe actual rove, the chesiqeeers and artists that 
worked on the film. These soct of talents really make up what 
Cinamnaquelte & really aboud: providing the most avihentic 
and orginal ariwork that you will ever find in any movie 
collectilales, 


How has the reaction been from the actors and spacial 
effects professionals who get involved? 


GS: All of ibe lakent and Special elects professaonals wore 
more than fhrilked to assist us. They actually wanted to see 
product on ihe market that was aulhemic and ine to the 
mowie, wilh the knowledge thal ihe same people who worked 
on the film were working on cur poets. Tho actors were also 
very kind to endorse and sign ihe certificates that come wilh 
every Cinermaquette, 


Let's talk specifically about the Indiana Jones 
Cinemaquette. What makes it stand out from all other 
Indy products on the market? 


GS: Let's just say that you will never find another product oni 
lit market that books like our Indiana Jones Cinemaquette. 
The heads of our maquelias are made out of silican and 
punched with real human hair, Indy has over 1-000 hair 
punches in each head, which were painslakingly punched ane 
ala tne, IP you touch the face, you would think that the 
skin was teal. You can pineh it and squeeze if like you could 
ao real human face. Just think of it as a real human, 
but only 1/3 of the size, 


What else have you got in store for the future? 


GS: The year 2009 may be one of our best years yel | can't 
tell you the actual characters, but let's just say that one is a 
Hero and one is a Villain, and that's “hero” and ‘villain’ with a 
capital “H" and “W". They are from different progeerlies, Gut 
each is one of the most iconic in the word. ‘You will just have 
fo wail and See.

got a kick-start back in 1999, So, without 
further ado, let's take a tour of the 
Expanded Universe immediately after

FILLING IN THE BLANKS! 
Thee first dip that Episede | would make 
the Star Wars saga much richer came 
with the Del Rey novelization of Episcdde |: 
The Phanaten Menace, Written by veteran 
fantasy author Terry Brooks, it hit 
bookthehWves about a month before the 
long-awaited movie, That would hawe ben 
ceciting enough, but troepks' novelization 
intluded a loteal additional material not 
seen im the movie that was, in fact, created 
cepacially for the book, Readers pot a look 
at Anakin Skywalker prear ta his fatehul 
meeting with Qui-Gan and Padmé He 
ran afoul of Sebulba in earlier Podraces 
and nursed a battered Tusken Galder back 
to health in the Tatooine Gesert And fans 
learned Star bars bore imparted to Brooks 
by George Lucas himself—most notably 
how the Sith had come to be, and then 
hidden themselves. away, foaming their 
Jedi rivals inte believing they were extinct 
Other stones would shine light into 
other neglected conmers of thee story told 
onseréen in the spring of 1999, Scholastic 
contributed a pair of poung-adult books 
retelling the events of Episode as if they 
were the diaries of Anakin Skywalker and 





Queen Amidala. Anakin's ineluiedd 


a memeany of finding an anckent war droid 
whose memory preserved a recording 

of a battle with the Sith, while Amidala's 
delved deoper inte the disguises she 

Wore and decepipons she practioed with 
her handimaidens. Armidala’s and Garth 
Maul's journals were written by ude 
Watson, from whom wed hear quite 

a bit after Episode |. Very young readers 
weren't left out either—Dk's Step into 
Reading series included Anakin’s Pit Grated, 
the tale of a brave mechanical whe saved 
the day before the Boonta Eve race, and 
Angin fo fae fescue, which featured 
aside trip for Analin and Jar jar Binks 

on Ceruscant, 

Comics had ahvays played & part in 
eqpanding the Star Wars saga and this 
continued with thee rebease of the roma 
movie. In addition te offering an 
adaptation of Episode | (written by Henry 
Gilroy, ow a principal writer on The Crane 
Wars TY series), Gark Horse Comics told 
tales of what Padmé, QuieGon, Obi-Wan 
and Anakin were up te while our attention 
wos elsewhere during The Phantot 
Menace, Qui-Gen's story, written by 
Ryder Windham ard illustrated by Robert 
Teranishi, i& particularly compelling. 

(The stories were later collected as a trade 
paperback called Eavsade f Adventures.) 

Perhaps the stranpest tale to fill in an 
Epmode | blank was The Queens Amuiet, 
a Chronicle Books tithe that came packaged 
with a plastic amulet, Im ihe book, Padre 
and Sabeé search the Theed meadowlands 
for the aforementioned amulet, return 
to the palace forthe briefing about the 
Neinoidian threat we see onscreen, 
and then switth identities in tire to be

JEDI IN ACTION 

Shortly before The Phantom Menace hit 
theaters, Scholastec released the first two 
volunees of a mew serees for kids, called 
dedi Apprentice. The first, penned by 
veteran Star Wart author Dave Wolverton, 
told how Obi-Wan Kenobi became 
GubGen jinn's apprentice, after it seemed 
he wad fated mot to became a jedi at all. 
Those were surprising rewelations, which 
made fans cagerto pick up the secomd 
book, Jude Watson's The Dark Rival 
Hobdy knew it at the time, but Watson 
would become one of the most-prolific 
Star Wars authors, penning mrarhy 5 

Star M¥ars teeoks lin all, most of them part 
of a remarkable extended tale about five 
generations of jedi Masters and Padawans, 
fram Yoda te Dooku to Gui-Gen ta 
Obi-Wan to Anakin. jedi Apprentice 
chronicled the evolving relationship 
betecen Qui-hon and Gbd-Wan before 
giving way te fed! Quest, which teld the 
story of Obi-Wan and Anakin,and then 
Gast of the fedi, which saw Obi-Wan and 
Ferus Olin struggle to keep the Jedi flame 
alive after the horrors of Revenge of the 
Sith. Watson wasn't alone in exploring the 
jedi of the late Republic. Dark Horse dived 
eagerly inte the fray, bringing Jedi who had 
lithe toe do but sit in meetings in Episode | 
te lightsaber-owinging life! The cone- 
headed Ki-Adi-Mundi went first in Pretude 


MORE MAUL! 

Ar instantly iconic character in thee move 
was Darth Maul, the horned, tattooed Sith 
apprention played by martial-arts whiz Ray 
Park and vwoleed by Peter Serafinowice in 
startling fashion. (When you first saw 
Maul, did you think he'd sound like an 
English bond? Me meither,) 

Maul was langely absent from the early 
Post-Episode | books, no doubt to presence 
the characters mystery. And of course the 
inonvenient biseoton of the character by 
Obi-Wan Kenodd's lightsaber meant he 
couldnt have adventures set after Episode |. 
(Though later authors have manaped ta 
bring him back ta life, at least frorr 
a certain point of view.) But in time, Maul 
would have his day and same of his sinister 
secrets wor revealed, He got his own first- 
person diary from Scholastic, giving the 
reader a look at his ruthless training: under 
Darth Sidious. Maul prequels were soon in 
hapoy supph: Gark Horse pitted him 
against Black Sun operatives in a series with 
the need-you-knowenvore tithe of Barth 
Agel, gloriqualy illustrated by Jan 
Duursema. Gel Rey's Michael Reaves sent 
Maul through the bowels of Coruscant on 
a mission for his master in the mavel # 
Garth jfgul Shadow Hunter which serves 
as a prequel of sorts for Reaves” mecent 
Coruscant Nights trilogy. (As an added 
bonut, the paperback included a Maul 
@ book by James Luceno.}) @yder Windham 
would dewote a volume of Scholastic’s 
Episode LAdventiures book series to Kaul, 
paling him with the bounty hunter dred 
C-3 Px. The Scholastic series sartched 
authors over its 15-book lifespan, with other 
adventures starring Qui-Gon and Obi-Wan, 
a pre Episode | Anakin, and even jar jar

As Episode ll approached, Dark Horse 
broughe back Qui-Gen and Obi-Wan for 
new jedi tales offering a broad galactic 
sweep and ensemble casts: The Stark 
Hveerspace May, written by john 
Cetrander, was a story of Trade Federation 
decet that nicely foreshadowed Episode |, 
while Jed? Cavncil: Acts of War (written by 
Randy Stradley) includes some fancy flying 
by the horned pedi Kaster Saesee Tin and 
cameos by Garths Maul and Sidious. 

Tht year 1999 also saw Dark Horee try 
Zamething maw: Star Ware Tales, whieh 
felased continuity rules to lee artists ard 
writers try stowies Ghat wouldn't fie in the 
repular timelines, as well as same that fit 
fine. The first issue featured a termific tale 
of Qui-Gon and Ob-Wan: Jim Woodring's 
“Life, Death and the Living Force* is by 
turns philosophical and frightening. 
Another nenvara ble poti-Episode | Star 
Mars Tale was “faddle's Tale: The One 
Below," which explains hee Yaddle—the 
fermale of Yoedla's still unimamed species— 
became & Jedi Master.

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BRIDGING THE GAPS 


The teo most-anmbitious stories to appear 
after Episode I filled narrative gape in the 
overall sapa. Rogue Planer, by the noted 
science fiction author Greg Bear, appeared 
in May 2000 and was set three years after 
Episede |, with Anakin a troubbed 
apprentice with a habit of sneaking off to 
the seamy parts of Coruscant to compete 
in parbape-pil races. 

In time, a mission took Anakin and 
Obi-Wan to the strange planet of Zonama 
Selot, where they encountered an 
ambitious Republic commander named 
Tarkin, while Anakin confronted the 
darkness with himself. (iF the name 
“Zonama Sekot™ sounds familiar, it 
should—elemenis of Fogue Pare? are 
hey to the Mew jedi Order series.) 

Cloak of Deneptian, penned by James 
Lucena and releaged im MWiay 200], was 
a prequel te Episode |, showing Garth 
Sidious weaving his web anund the 
Trade Federation and Chancellor Valorum 
a5 Qui-Gon and Obi-Wan unravel a plot 
that eetends further than they can possibly 
know, That was enough te pique fans’ 
inerest even before they learned that 
Luceno had been given access bo the 
screenplay and concept art for Episode Il, 
allowing hin to orate a tree “bridge 
novel” in a way that had never been tried 
in the Exqpanded Universe before. Cloak of 
Secepiion would deepen the story of both 
movies. uid. of cour, ib whee land 
apaetite for Adtech of the Clones—which 
would offer still more new ground for
